horses and chariot guys," be- 
cause in the final flourish of their 
masterpieces, the decedent would 
usually be swept into heaven 
on such an unconventional con- 
veyance.

vation in our hometown paper 
years ago. A fine,

lady passed on during the early 
morning hours. Her death was a 
definite loss to the community. She 
was a good woman. Her obituary, 
long and" praiseworthy, contained 
the fact that at the moment of her 
death, several workmen at a near- 
by factory saw a star descend and 
burn brightly above her home. 
This heavenly manifestation was 
questioned only by a handful of 
skeptics. By and large that start- 
ling fact was accepted. The paper 
had said so.

The extinction of the flowery 


obit came with the birth of so* 
called "factual" reporting and 
editing. When editors began ap- 
plying blue pencils to phrases 
that were opinionated, that were 
not 
factual, 
then 
obituaries 


shrank in size, were shunted to 
inside pages, and news of man's 
death became no more conse- 
quential than the cattle prices. 
Whether for better or worse, the 


change can be laid directly to the 
"chariot" men themselves. They 
probably outdid themselves 
ad- 


jectively in recounting the 
life 


span of the mortals of whom they 
wrote. Who, in death, can com- 
mand a shelf above his neighbor? 
Who rates the phrase "he was 
loved and revered by all who knew 
him?" Was that true? 


Who, when he passes this land, 


should be extolled for his ordi- 
nary deeds among his fellow- 
men? Who should be eulogized?

Eliminating the services of tho 


county board of health would place 
their budget at the disposal of the 
county, contended some supervisors 
hoping for a possible solution to the 
home's financial problems.

Minister Winston Churchill visits 
President 
Truman 
today 
after 


three private talks with President- 
elect Eisenhower which well might 
mold the Anglo-American approach 
to world problems. 


Churchill was scheduled to leave 


La Guardia Field for Washington 
aboard the presidential plane In- 
dependence. Churchill will enter- 
tain the President at the -British 
Embassy tonight. Tomorrow, he 
will fly to the British West Indies 
to meet his family and stay on for 
a two-week vacation. 


Before a pre-dinner parley Wed- 


nesday night with Churchill, Eisen- 
hower named John A. Hannah, 
president of Michigan State col- 
lege, as assistant secretary of de- 
fense in charge of manpower and 
personnel. Hannah will succeed 
Mrs. Anna Rosenberg. 


There were published reports to- 


day that Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
now director of the Central Intelli- 
gence 
Agency under President 


Truman, will be named under- 
secretary of state in the new ad- 
ministration. 


The lengthy talks between the 


General and the 78-year-old British 
Prime Minister—two on Monday 
and the one last evening—brought 
no statement from either of the 
two men on details of what was 
discussed. 


When Eisenhower arrived yes- 


terday at the home of financier 
Bernard Bafuch, Churchill's host 
in New York, he was presented to 
a teatime group including the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor, indus- 
trialist Herbert Bayard Swope, for- 
mer Connecticut congresswoman 
Clare Boothe Luce and Mrs. Ogden 
Reid, publisher of the New York 
Herald Tribune. 


The appointment of Hannah to 


the manpower post highlighted 
Wednesday's news from Eisenhow- 
er headquarters. 


The 50-year-old college president, 


an early advocate of Eisenhower's, 
candidacy, was graduated in 1923 
as a poultry management expert 
from Michigan State.. He became 
president of the college in 1941, 
succeeding his father-in-law, Rob- 
ert S. Shaw. Hannah, a Republican, 
will take a leave of absence from 
his college post. He is a native of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 


Smith has been head of the CIA 


since shortly after the Korean War 
broke out in 1950.

.•In 1924, Leopold and Richard 
Loeb, 19-year-old sons of million- 
aire Chicago families and brilliant 
students, killed a neighbor boy, 14- 
year-old Bobby Franks: After their 
arrest, they told police they wanted 
to experience the "thrill'.' of'killing. 


Together, after a sensational trial 


in which they were defended by 
the late Clarence Darrow, they 
w e r e sentenced to concurrent 
terms of 99 years and life for kid- 
naping and murder. 


The trial judge, the late Judge 


John R. Caverly, ^ho heard the 


case without a jury, said at the 
sentencing: 


"In the case of such an atrocious 


crime, it is entirely within the dis- 
cretion of the department of pub- 
lic welfare never to admit these 
defendants to parole. 
To such a 


policy the court urges them (the 
parole officers) strictly40 adhere." 
. .Leob was slashed to death at the 
prison in 1936 by another convict. 


Leopold was eligible for parole 


on the life sentence six years ago; 
after serving the minimum 22 
years required by state law. Now 
he is eligible for parole on the mur- 
der sentertce, as a result of a cut 
in his 99-year sentence by Goy. 
Adlai E. Stevenson, who reduced 
it in 1949. It was reduced because 
of Leopold's good conduct and serv- 
ice as a. medical human guinea 
pig in prison.

That's why your family's 
emergency food shelf should con- 
tain some ready-to-eat foods, such 
aj spaghetti and meat balls, baked 
beans, beef 
stew, 
pre-cooked 


meats. 


The California State 
Office of 


Civil Defense in Sacramento has 
published a valuable pamphlet, 
"Family Food Shelf and Emer- 
gency Menus." It contains 
the 


following advice: 


Select your emergency food sup- 


plies from each of the following 
groups: Canned evaporated 
or 


powdered whole milk; canned, 
dried or cured meats, fish or poul- 
try; cheese and peanut butter; 
canned vegetables and vegetable 
soups; canned and dried 
fruits; 


canned or bottled liquids ready to 
drink; cereals (including some 


ready-to-eat varieties and crack- 
ers) and liquid or solid fats.' 


In addition, many families will 


want to include micellaneous items 
such as coffee, chocolate, tea or 
cocoa; sugar, cookies, packaged 
puddings, jellies, 
jams or pre- 


serves. 


The shelf should include tomato 


or fruit juices which could take 
care of the family's thirst needs 
in the event water 
supplies are 


short. It is b'est to choo'se un- 
sweetened varieties such as pine- 
apple, mixed vegetable, orange or 
grapefruit. 


Remembering 
the 
damaging 


blasts that come with both earth- 
quakes and enemy attack, select 
emergency foods in cans, rather 
than in easily shattered jars. In 
any event, all items should be in 
air-tight containers not only to pre- 
vent deterioration, but also to pro- 
tect them from harmful dust. 


It's not smart to hoard, but it is 


smart to plan ahead for a possi- 
ble Emergency by assembling a 
Civil Defense Family Food Shelf. 
Date'your packages, use the foods 
from your reserve supply from day 
to day, but always remember to 
replace them.

played, my friend Sol Mogal is as 
hard as nails; at any other time, 
he's as warm as a toaster.

Lwo losing clubs and somehow get 
back to his own hand eventually in 
order to draw trumps. He cashed 
the king of clubs and ruffed a club 
in dummy, returning to his hand 
by ruffing another heart. When 
South next led his last, club to ruff 
with dummy's queen of spades, 
Mogal discarded his last heart. 


South had hoped to regain the 


lead by ruffing another heart, but 
now he could not afford to do this. 
Instead he cashed dummy's ace of 
diamonds, whereupon Mogal care- 
fully dropped the queen of dia- 
monds. 


When dummy continued with a 


low diamond, East played the nine, 
and Mogal was able to follow suit 
with the seven of diamonds, al- 
lowing his partner to hold the lead.

ception, as it were, of even more. 
The stagehands are idle, obstrepe- 
rous bums, yawning and scratching 
their way through life apparently 
indifferent to the cheescloth mys- 
teries of illusion and the imminence 
of undraped meat. They are hated 
with the nearest thing to unanimity 
that the actors ever have achieved 
on any issue. They get in the way, 
they are worse than printers at a 
form in their petty insistence that 
only a union bum with a card in 
the Browne-Bioff racket may pick 
up a newspaper or sheet of fools 
cap from one table and set it on 
another except in view of the 
audience. Even for a bare-stage 
play they demanded full wages for 
a full crew of bums and all efforts 
to sustain the theater by ingenious 
economies in scenery and acts have 
been nullified by casual 
rulings 


creating more featherbed jobs. They 
have,negligible skill, and proof that 
they have no brains is seen in the 
fact that in killing off the stage 
with their greed they have also 
almost killed off their own occu 
pation. 


The electricians are

under 


Jimmy Petrillo are a racket run 
strictly by whim, often with the 
spiritual connivance of eminent 
malefactors. La Boca. Grande, in 
a memorable case, turned in her 
tickets and went somewhere else 
because she 
found a string of 


pickets outside a theater where the 
union was trying to extort pay for 
a stand-by crew of snare-drum- 
meri, saxophonists and similar un- 
employables at a show without 
music. 


The theater can't carry the bur- 


den of union wages even for the 
reasonable quota of janitors and 
handy-men who could be kept busy 
in their desultory way. They are 
vastily overpaid at the scale and 
when you weigh the fact that it 
takes three or four of these va- 
grants to fetch a wastebasket you 
arrive at the reason why most 
people can't afford to buy theater 
tickets or won't though they can. 


The manners of the audience are 


a burden that Mr. Gimbel and Mr. 
Moses could do something about 
with a little publicity backed, by 
their prestige. A t Frenchman was 
heaved out of the opera last winter 
for showing up in improper attire 
and it would be easy to establish 
a code here which would compel 
the riff-raff' who now offend de- 
corum to wear shirts and ties 
instead of sweaters, and jackets 
over their shirts. The wome'n are a 
problem, but there is something in 
the sordid effect of a Coney Island 
halter and sleazy slacks, or even 
shorts, which degrades a gathering 
whereas a pretty get-up of equal 
daring from one of Mr.. Gimbel's 
own trading-posts would set the 
buck* to straightening their ties. 


The slovenly style of the audience 


reflects the theater's own sloppy 
discharge of its duties toward the 
public. 
Which of these evils is 


responsible for the other is unim- 
portant. The fact is that the thea- 
ters are run down, dirty, ill-policed 
sjid obviously fly-by-night and have 
been for years. The manners 'and 
attire of the customers are equally 
offensive but could be brushed up 
almost overnight by a few rulings 
in fine print on the 'tickets.

Tone Down Dram Shop Act 


SPRINGFIELD, 111.—(*>—An Illinois cortferAce of about 20,000 re- 


tail liquor dealers has adopted final drafts of proposals to tone down the 
strict Dram Shop Act. 


The state-wide dram shop con- 


ference also adopted Wednesday 
the. suggestion of Chairman Jacic 
Battuello of Alton that it set up a 
permanent organization during a 
Jan. 36 meeting in Chicago. 


Battuello proposed that the con- 


.ference, formed only to gain a 
"softening of the act, organize the 
dealers into a continuing associa- 
tion to handle all industry prob- 
lems. 


The act provides that persons 


injured by an intoxicated individu- 
al in person or property may sue 
any person who sold or gave the 
alcoholic liquor which "in whole 
or in part" caused the intoxication. 


David M. Wilson, attorney for 


the Illinois Licensed Beverage as- 
socation, said the conference aims 
at erasure of the "whole or part" 
clause because it makes a tavern 
keeper liable for the action of a 
patron who may later become 
drunk in another place. 


Another principal objective of the 


conference is shortening of the pe- 
riod of tavern keeper liability in 
such cases from two years to one 
year. 
' . 


Other participating organizations 


at the conference were Illinois Li- 
quor Stores Association, Retail Li- 
quor Dealers Protective Associa- 
tion of Illinois and Chicago Tavern 
Owners association.

finances are as good as Stevenson 
pictured. They agreed with his re- 
mark that the state faces a "finan- 
cial dilemma" in the future.

Stevenson's major recommenda-

WASHINGTON—(^—Al- 


though 1952 was 
football's 


second-best year in regards to 
safety, Dr. Floyd R. Eastwood 
of Los Angeles State college 
today warned the nation's 
football coaches that the pla- 
toon system may bring an in- 
crease in the fatality rate un- 
less they devise some means 
of keeping the players warm- 
ed up between mass substitu- 
tions. 
This warning was contained in 


Dr. Eastwood's annual report to 
the convention of the American 
Football Coaches Association. He 
is chairman of the association's 
committee on injuries and fatali- 
ties, which has compiled and 
studied records of football deaths 
for 21 years. 


The accumulated.evidence since 


1935 reveals that injuries and fatal- 
ities occur more frequently soon 
after an individual enters a game 
or starts a practice period, Dr. 
Eastwood pointed out. And with 
the growth of the platoon system 
there are more occasions when a 
player is likely to be sent into a 
game withput an adequate warm- 
up. 


Dr. Eastwood's . survey showed 


six deaths due directly to football 
and four indirect fatalities, just 
half the 1951 total. This was the 
best record since 1945, when six 
direct and three indirect'fatalities 
were reported,.and, except for that 
year, the best since the committee 
has kept records.

WASHINGTON MB—Football bowl 


games are all right and should be 
continued, a committee of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion said today. 


The extra events committee was 


to present 
its report on bowl 


games later in the day to the full 
NCAA convention. 


The committee pointed to a 63- 


page analysis of the bowl situation 
in submitting its report. The print- 
ed analysis showed that college 
presidents were a g a i n s t bowl 
games, 5-3, but the committee said 
it was strongly in favor of keeping 
the bowl games going. 


The committee said athletic di- 


rectors, coaches and athletes were 
substantially in favor of bowl 
games and postseason games in 
other sports. 


And it said that the figures on 


the views of the presidents were 
somewhat misleading. 


The official returns from the 


presidents showed 53.8 per cent 
against bowl games and 31.4 per 
cent backing them. 


But, said the committee, most 


of the opposition was concentrated 
in the East and the Midwest, which 
seldom send football teams to the 
bowls. These two sections cast 59 
of the 84 anti-bowl votes, the-com- 
mittee said. 


And, it added, 45.6 per cent of 


the presidents of colleges w.ith 
bowl experience backed the post- 
season games while only 35 per 
cent opposed them. 


It was expected that the NCAA 


would endorse the committee re- 
port.

Electronic Glow-Worm Shines Again, 
Recharged in Pressure Cooker Lane 


By RICHARD KLEINER 


YORK —(NBA)— A soup- 


ed-up Lampyris Noctiluca (glow- 
worm) is causing quite a stir along 
what's left of Tin Pan Alley. This 
entomological ditty is "The Glow- 
Worm," the hit song of the 1910s 
that's now back with a set of elec- 
tronic lyrics* and a new lease on 
life. 


It's a smash. But it typifies the 


current bleakness of the musical 
picture, when lyricists are having 
to dip back 40 years or so to find 
singable melodies. 


"The Glow-Worm" has been sell- 


ing well for more than four dec- 
aides. It's long been classed as a 
"standard"—the publishers, 
Ed- 


ward B. Marks Music Corp., sell 
.some 60 different arrangements of 
it, for everything from a saxo- 
phone "quartette' to a flute-piano 
duet. 
'But few modern songs stand a 
chance of lasting so long. "The 
Glow-Worm," and other melodies 
of that era, were simple, 
'* * * 


" "Songs used to be written," says 
Herbert Marks, head of the Marks 
song publishing firm, "for people 
to sing around a piano. Today, 
they're written for trick effects 
on records. It's hard to sing some- 
tiling like 'Jambalaya," for in- 
stance, even if you could remem- 
ber the words."- 


Marks points out that there are 


plenty of song-writers around. His 
crowded waiting room IP evidence 
to that. But they write melodies 
that sound good coming out of an 
echo chamber, or being howled by 
a weeping tenor, or strummed by 
what sounds like 17 guitars. 


Songs, today, are written tor' 


mechanical 
reproduction. 
And 


they're written under pressure. It's 
gotten so one commentator thinks 
they ought to rename Tin Pan Al- 
ley ^"Pressure Cooker Lane."

'Today's song-writer has to work 
fast. He makes far less money now 
than he did in the good old gather- 
around-the-piano days. His chief 
source of revenue—sheet music—is 
selling just moderately well. And 
the writer and publisher get, 'at 
the most, only two cents from each 


record. Figuring a million records, 
which is good, that means the 
publisher and writer (or writers) 
cut up a $20,000 melon. And a mil- 
lion record song isn't too common. 


So the song-writers grind them 


out as fast as they can, and when 
they become hits it's generally be- 
cause of a recording artist and a 
recording arrangement, r a t h e r 
than because of the quality of the 
song itself, 


"The Glow-Worm" is the excep- 


tion. Marks poo-poos those who 
talk about it as a "lucky hit." 


"After all." he says, "it's the 


work of top artists. Paul Lincke, 
who wrote the music.'was the fore-

One-half pound sausage meat, 


Ys cup minced onion, 1 cup tomato 
sauce (8-ounce can), 3»ounce can 
chopped 
broiled mushrooms, 2 


tablespoons tomato paste, 2 tea- 
spoons sugar. \'s teaspoon salt, 1 
cup biscuit mix,' ^ cup milk (ap- 
proximately), 1 cup grated sharp 
American cheese. 


Cook sausage meat in frying 


pan until brown and crumbly. Add 
onion and continue cooking 5 min- 
utes over moderate heat. Add con- 
tents of cans of tomato sauce and 
mushrooms, the " t o m a t o paste, 
sugar and salt. 
Bring to boil. 


Lower heat and let simmer until 
thick, about 10 minutes. 


Meanwhile, combine biscuif mix 


and milk to make SOIL dough. Pat 
out lightly to" form 12-inch circle 
on greased cookie sheet or pizza 
pan. Spread the tomato mixture 
over the • biscuit dough evenly. 
Sprinkle with the grated cheese. 


Bake in hot oven (400 degrees 


F.) until biscuit is done and cheese 
is melted and brown, about 20 


minutes. Cut in wedges and serve 
immediately.

Shortribs with Onion Sauce 


(Yield: 4 servings) 


Two pounds trimmed shortribs, 


2 teaspoons kitchen bouquet, 2 
tablespoons fat, \\-> teaspoons s|ilt, 
IK teaspoon pepper. 1/16 teaspoon 
cloves, 14 cup tomato catsup, 1»» 
cups hot water, 2 cups thinly 
sliced onions, l tablespoon corn- 
starch, 2 tablespoons cold water, 
Vi cup sour cream. 


Have meat dealer cut ribs in 


serving-size' portions, cutting be- 
tween' each piece of bone as well 
as sawing the ribs into sections. 
There should be eight good-sized 
pieces. 


Place the pieces in a bowl and 


sprinkle 
with 
kitchen bouquet. 


Stir lightly until all pieces are 
evenly coated with kitchen bou- 
quet. Melt fat in Dutch oven. Add 
ribs and brown well over moderate 
heat. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper 


and cloves. Combine and add the 
catsup and water. 


Cover and bring to boil. 
Cook 


over low heat until the meat is 
tender, about .1 hour and 15 min- 
utes. After 1 hour pour all the fat 
from the meat, returning any broth 
poured out. Add the onions and 
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continue cooking, covered, until 
both meat and onions are tender, 
about 15 minutes-longer. 


Blend together and add the corn- 


starch and cold water, stirring 
until sauce thickens. Add the sour 
cream and mix thorouhgly. Cor- 
rect Reasoning if necessary. Serve 
immediately, 
accompanied with 


hot buttered noodles. 


England Restores 
'Old Hair Home 


NEW YORK UP) — The home 


where George Washington's ances- 
tors lived in Sunderland, England, 
is being restored, reports the Brit- 
ish Information Service here. It is 
hoped to complete the building, 
known as Old Hall, and grounds in 
time for the coronation next June. 


The Old Hall will be presented to 


the people of Washington, D. C., 
as a goodwill gesture. The building 
will be weather-proofed' and sur- 
rounded by a lawned flower garden 
and have antique furnishings in- 
side. Contributions for the project, 
costing about $28,000, came from 
both 
England and 
the United 


States, the announcement says. 


The Old Hall was the home of 


William de Washington, who set- 
tled there in 1183, the report states. 
In 1376 the family moved to North- 
amptonshire, where they remained 
until 
Washington's 
great-grand- 


father emigrated to Virginia.

WASHINGTON—UP)—No president 


since Herbert Hoover in 1928 has 
been able to move into the White 
House and relax. Even Hoover had 
only a few months of comparative 
quietude before the Wall Street 
crash. 


Roosevelt inherited the depres- 


sion .To Truman fell the job of 
finishing World War II and fashion- 
ing the peace. Gen. Eisenhower 
inherits the Korean War and the 
cold war with Russia. 


Truman in his State of the Union 


message said he is also leaving 
Eisenhower a great legacy: A na- 
tion which rose from poverty''and 
isolationism in 20 years to its 
greatest 
prosperity 
and 
world 


leadership. 


That 
legacy 
is 
not without 


strings. With it goes the responsi- 
bility for maintaining both the pros- 
perity and the leadership. 


When Roosevelt moved in in 1933 


he rose to the emergency of the 
economic disaster with one bold 
New Deal measure after another. 
He had his hands full with do- 
mestic pioblems a"nd turned his 
back on Europe for years. 


Once in the war, Roosevelt as- 


sumed " for 
this country world 


leadership and the decisions need- 
ed to sustain it. 


When Truman took over, his im- 


mediate task was ending the war. 
Once that was done he faced the 
gigantic job of getting the country 
prosperously into peace. 


It was a troubled peace from the 


beginning. As he mentioned in his 
message, he too had to make bold 
decisions he never dreamed of 
when he moved into the White 
House. 


So while Eisenhower's tasks at 


the beginning of his term may ap- 
pear monumental, they may turn 
out to be small and simple com- 
pared with those facing him four 
years from now. 


Senator Byrd 
Will Remain 
On Committee 


WASHINGTON (&- Republican 


Senate leaders said today they will 
ask one Democrat—Sen. Byrd of 
Virginia—to continue as head of a 
congressional committee. 


Usually known as the "Byrd 


economy committee" the group's 
imposing official name is the Joint 
Committee on Reduction of Non- 
essential Federal Expenditures. 


Byrd has offered his resignation 


as chairman. But Sen. Bridges of 
New Hampshire, dean of Senate 
Republicans, told a reporter: 


"We'll'ask him to continue as 


chairman if he will." 


Sen. Millikm of Colorado said: 
"We Republicans want him to 


keep up the good work he has been 
doing through the years." 


Told of these comments, Byrd 


said: 
' 


"If they ask me to continue as 


chairman I probably will."

NEW YORK —W>— A Western 


Union submarine cable on the 
ocean's floor is being used by 
scientists to help discover, secrets 
of the Gulf Stream, the telegraph 
company announced recently. 


The 100-mile cable between Flor- 


ida and Cuba lies across the path 
of the Gulf Stream. Since scientists 
claim the movement of water over 
the earth's magnetic field produces 
electrical energy, they arc meas- 
uring this energy and rccoulmg it 
on an automatic voltage indicator 
by placing an electiode on the end 
of each cable, the announcement 
stated.

Aubrey Smith, chief of plans and 
operations of the Far Eust com- 
mand's logistics supply section, 
Oct. 3. 


Chambers pictured Mrs. Smith 


as an emotionally unstable woman, 
addicted to barbiturates. He said 


she had strong feeling of insecur- 
ity, powerful internal conflicts and 
repressed tensions. 


The court recess until Friday. 
Chambers, the last defense wit- 


ness, said that while under the in- 
fluence of alcohol, barbiturates or 
other sedatives, "she has commit- 


ted socially unacceptable behavior. 
She is so out of control that if 
someone said, 'Is It wrongvto kill?' 
she might say 'Yes' and go ahead 
and kill."
